EDITORIAL 


NO PLACE FOR COWARDS 


There was a time when 
America had red blooded men 
walking the streets who were 
not afraid to go to the de- 
fense of a woman, no matter 
what her station in life might 
be, as the right thing to do. 
It made no difference wheth- 
er she was a prostitute being 
abused by a pimp, a wife 
being bullied by a brute of a 
husband, or a refined lady be- 
ing annoyed by a bum or a 
pick-up artist. The main 1s- 
sue was that the woman 
needed help. Nowadays it is 
différent. Men will stand by 
and watch a woman being 
mauled, slapped around or 
even stabbed to death and 
not lift a finger to help. Why? 
Is it because we are turning 
out generations of cowards, or 
vecause the age is turning 
iuen into morbid animals who 
like to see others hurt? 

Not so long ago a woman 
‘was. accosted in a Newark 


park. When she tried to es- 
cape her assailant she was 
overtaken and beaten crying 
out for help. No one sitting 
on the other park benches 
moved to her aid. Finally she 
was stabbed and her piercing 
Screams alone sent tne mad 
man scurrying. The ` crowd 
converged on her ovrostrate 
form, and waited for the po- 
lice to arrive. Then tliey went 
back to their seats to talk over 
the act as if it had been a 
play. 

What has reduced men and 
even women to’ such a callous 
state of mind? A few years 
back women would have sailed 
into the attacker in such 
numbers and force. that he 
would have been fit material 
for the hospital instead of the 
woman he molested.
